The claims are allowed in view of Applicant's arguments in the response of 02 
June 2004 that the prior art failed to provide the motivation to combine its teachings to 
arrive at the claimed invention. The Examiner acknowledges that he erroneously 
summarized the claimed subject matter in the introductory paragraph of the 
obviousness rejection bridging pages 2 and 3 of the Office action of 23 March 2004. 
However, the body of the obviousness rejection clearly indicated that the Examiner was 
relying upon the prior art for teachings of interplanting hybrid parents and blending the 
progeny seed. Nevertheless, the Examiner has found Applicant's arguments regarding 
the merits of the rejection as a whole persuasive.
